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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


To the Trustees of the Free Public Library: 


I herewith submit the report of a public trust, the Ninety- 
second Annual Report of the .Free Public Library of New 
Bedford. 


Although library services in New Bedford have, in gen- 
eral, progressed and expanded during the past year, and have 
developed most satisfactorily in certain respects, we find in a 
close analysis of the entire library situation, that a vast amount 
of spade work and construction are still ahead of us. 


Several important items in the “Recommendations” listed 
in the 1943 report have been completed or are well along the 
way, but twice as many more have not as yet been touched. 
These latter will be emphasized again and again, and to them 
will be added others that have become necessities in our plans 
for the months and years ahead. While paying close attention 
to current problems, we look to the future with confidence and 
optimism. 


General plans for post-war building expansion of library 
facilities, including new branch locations and buildings North 
and West, development of the unexcavated area under South 
Branch, and minor changes at the Main Library have been 
submitted to the City’s Post-War Planning Commission. The 
absolute necessity of these capital improvements must be em- 
phasized strongly and forcibly at every opportunity. Without 
them, the growth of the Free Public Library will be forever 
stunted. The community requires them and has a right to ex- 
pect them. Among the numerous municipal projects already 
announced, there are none more worthy or more valuable for 
the civic and intellectual health of the city than those concerned 
with the services of the Free Public Library. 


FREE PUBLIC LIBRARY 7? 


As soon as finances permit, we should take up the problem 
of preservation and storage of newspapers, which can be solved 
only by a program of microphotography. In a similar respect 
we also should plan for the installation of an A C electric line 
and the purchase of a moving picture projector with sound 
track equipment. Films are becoming more and more import- 
ant in the field of audio-visual instruction, and after the war they 
will likely assume major proportions as media of adult edu- 
cation. 


Once again I call to your attention the serious necessity 
for a Young People’s Department in the nature of a browsing 
room where those from high school age up to adulthood may 
read and browse in an atmosphere suited to their years. This 
age group is now receiving no special services from the Library 
beyond a small “High School Section” of books in Ingraham 
Hall. 


Other important necessities for future planning will be 
enumerated throughout this report, all pointed toward making 
the Public Library system a true and complete center of edu- 
cation, information, and recreation for the entire community. 


CIRCULATION DEPARTMENT 


The circulation of books reached the figure of 386,338, a 
gain of almost 20,000 over 1943, reflected in practically all 
departments and branches. If it were not for Saturday closings 
as part of the fuel conservation program, it is likely that we 
would have gone over the 400,000 mark. Registration also in- 
creased, both adult and juvenile, with a figure of 17,153 as 
of December 31, 1944. In spite of these increases in circula- 
tion and registration, our figures are still below the average 
and will be raised appreciably only when we are able to supply a 
sufficient number of books to meet normal demands. Among 
those registered during the year were 142 non-residents and 
96 service men. Deposit stations were opened at Presidential 
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Heights and Bay Village in November. Books are loaned 
and taken in two days a week at each location and the pro- 
ject is thus far successful. 


REFERENCE DEPARTMENT 


The Reference Department answered 5896 reference and 
information questions during the year, continued with the 
weeding of periodicals and books, and planned a list of maga- 
zines to be bound regularly. It is unfortunate that the lack 
of funds has prevented the binding of magazines since 1920, 
because this type of material is extremely valuable for reference. 
With the advent of some improvement in our financial con- 
dition, it is hoped that we may clear up the binding of all this 
older material gradually, and establish a policy of binding regu- 
larly some thirty of the more important magazines. 


Among the more useful volumes and services added to the 
Reference Department were Code of the City of New Bedford, 
1943, Lawrence’s Author’s Biographical Service, reprints of 
Fulton Lewis’ radio broadcasts and a new edition of the En- 
cyclopedia Britannica. 


We expect that 1945 may see the removal of magazine 
racks from the Reference Room to Ingraham Hall and the 
installation in their place of additional shelving for reference 
books, too many of which now must be kept in the stacks. 


JUVENILE DEPARTMENT 


Although numerous activities with community groups in 
the form of committee work, book talks, story hours, visits to 
schools, etc. kept the Children’s Librarian extremely busy, this 
department achieved an excellent increase of more than 4,000 
in circulation figures, both fiction and non-fiction. During Book 
Week the Juvenile Department engaged in a cooperative pro- 
gram with Springfield, Newton and 35 other selected cities 
throughout the country. The story hours on Saturday morn- 
ings were drawing good attendances up to the time of fuel con- 
servation closings. They will be resumed in the spring. 
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CATALOG DEPARTMENT 


The non-fiction inventory having been completed early in 
the year by the withdrawal from the catalog of cards for 
all missing books, the first thorough fiction inventory in the his- 
tory of the Library was taken during the summer. About 
10,000 books are listed as missing from the shelves in the first 
examination. Although some of these will be found in the re- 
checking process it is probable that the final figure will exceed 
9,000. This seems serious, but it must be remembered that 
a large number of the missing books date back many years. 
_ From now on with a regular inventory policy, it will be easy 
for us to determine losses from the shelves at least every two 
years. Among the projects on the Catalog Department cal- 
endar for 1945 is a complete checking of pamphlets which have 
accumulated over several years. 5437 volumes were cataloged 
and added to the Library shelves in 1944 and 4282 were with- 
drawn or rejected. Most withdrawals were the result of books 
missing in the non-fiction inventory. As of December 31, 
1944 the Library has 226,395 volumes. 


ART DEPARTMENT 


The process of weeding and rearranging of materials in 
the Art Department was continued during the year. Many 
new pictures in color that have been added to the picture col- 
lection stimulated the circulation of pictures which increased 
to 40,084, a gain of 13,476 over the previous year. The beauti- 
ful “Audubon’s Birds” folios were displayed several times, once 
for the book review of “Audubon’s America,” and later for 
interested patrons. Antiques Magazine, numbering forty-five 
volumes and containing a great wealth of material, was bound 
and placed at the disposal of the public in the Art Room. The 
card catalog of the Teachers’ Room, under supervision of 
the Art Department, was checked and brought up-to-date with 
material on the shelves. The exhibit of musicians’ signatures, 
loaned by Mr. Harrie Johnston on the occasion of the Mozart 
Quintet’s chamber music program in the Lecture Hall, and the 
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exhibit of paintings by Ernest Caron, Jr. were two outstanding 
events which drew genuine interest. 


GENEALOGICAL DEPARTMENT 


The routine clipping, indexing and cataloging of genea- 
logical and historical items was carried on as usual. A good 
many letters from persons out of town requesting information 
from this department were answered. Books of New Bedford 
history, flag books and first names are still very popular. Spec- 
ial gifts to the department were “Descendants of James Irish, 
1710—-1940” presented by Jennie J. Wight Howes, and “An- 
cestry of William Stark Newell” presented by Mr. Newell. 
Additional volumes of the American Genealogical Index also 
were received. 


STACKS DEPARTMENT 


Here again the weeding of worn and outdated materials 
has been carried on. The two top floors of the stacks have 
been pretty well cleared, and much rearranging was completed 
as a preliminary to the fiction inventory. More old newspapers 
and magazines were disposed of and up-to-date books obtained 
in replacement. | 


BRANCH LIBRARIES 


All three branch libraries showed sizable increases in 
book circulation, with North achieving the high figure for 
percentage gain. 


As has been mentioned so often, the physical facilities at 
North and West Branches are still most unsatisfactory. New 
window shades at South Branch have made a splendid improve- 
ment in the interior appearance, but the painting, repairing and 
new lighting we expected in 1944 were not begun. 


Story hours were held Saturday mornings at South and a 
“Traveller’s Reading Club” was carried on during the summer 
months. 
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A story hour at North Branch was started in November, 
and although it had a good attendance for the first two weeks, 
gradually dropped off to such an extent that it was discontinued 
late in December. The inconvenient location of the branch in 
respect to the North End population center no doubt had much 
to do with the failure of this project. 


West Branch still labors with extremely inadequate quart- 
ers for children. 


BOSEITARSSERVICE 


A loss in the figure for circulation of books at St. Luke’s 
Hospital is due to a change in the method of counting circula- 
tions which was effected because it shows a more true picture 
of actual book use. Many new titles have been added to the 
hospital collection and others have been rebound. Older vol- 
umes in which patients were showing no interest were discarded. 
During the year the library quarters were relocated of necessity, 
by hospital authorities, and the present arrangement has many 
disadvantages. 


PUBLIC RELATIONS 


The most important feature of public relations in the past 
year was the inauguration of the Public Forum series in the 
Lecture Hall. With “The World of To-Morrow” as the 
central theme, forums on Europe and the Orient were held in the 
fall, and others on Russia, Palestine and Poland are to complete 
the series during the winter and spring. Each forum thus far 
has had a large and enthusiastic audience and numerous favor- 
able comments have been received. As part of each program 
there is an effective display of books, and a reading list of 
library owned literature on the particular subject distributed. 
Through this medium we are trying to fulfill the library’s re- 
sponsibility to make people think about current and future 
problems and calling attention to the multiple sources of in- 
formation available on these vital questions. It would seem ad- 
visable to enlarge and expand our Public Forums program 
in 1945. 
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A panel discussion on Brazil was a successful community 
project early in the year. In fact this was the springboard for 
our Forum Series mentioned above. 


The collection of books for servicemen was continued and 
old medical books were given to the local Russian Relief 
Committee for restocking of devastated libraries in Russia. 


The usual Book Review series on Monday afternoons 
showed renewed interest on the part of the public, and the Sun- 
day library column in the Standard-Times apparently is worth- 
while, judging by book requests based on the column. 


The quarterly Bulletin, in addition to being of value 
locally, has received complimentary mention from outside the 
city. 


A successful Essay Contest on the value of the public library 
to the community was conducted early in the year. Book prizes 
were donated by H. S. Hutchinson & Co. and New England 
News Co. 


Our sincere thanks are extended to all the members of the 
Forums Committee for their generous help in launching the 
project, and to the Standard-Times and Radio Station W N BH 
for their splendid news coverage of library business and events. 


SERVICE TO VETERANS 


For the past two years we have been organizing and 
building a collection of vocational and occupational books, pam- 
phlets, and magazines for the purpose of serving the returning 
servicemen and women of New Bedford with materials that 
may be of help to them in readjusting to civilian life. Letters 
have been sent out to many of those who have already returned, 
calling attention to the library’s facilities for education and 
recreation. We trust that this established service of the Public 
Library will be integrated with that of the Municipal Veterans 
Information Office when it is in operation. 
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BUILDING AND GROUNDS 


The Superintendent of Buildings now has complete charge 
of repairs in the several Library buildings. Under his super- 
vision, minor repairs were effected at the Main and Branch 
libraries, and late in the year the painting of the top floor of 
the Main Library was started. 


Part of the City’s Hurricane Emergency Fund was used for 
repairs to the roofs of the three branch libraries, 


FINANCES AND PERSONNEL 


In a proposed budget set-up prepared by the Librarian 
and adopted by the Library Trustees several months ago, a 
detailed picture of our financial status, present and future, is 
given. If the Free Public Library is to progress at all, it is 
imperative that this reasonable budget arrangement become a 
fact. Our 1944 budget was increased slightly over that of 1943 
and we were thus enabled to further reduce the amount of 
Trust Fund income being used for overhead expenses. This 
in turn gave us a slight increase in the monies available for 
book purchases and resulted in higher circulation and regis- 
tration figures. However, we still were forced to use about 
$1000 from Trust Fund income to continue business on a 
normal basis. In our 1945 budget request we have asked for an 
increase of approximately $8,000 over 1944. If this is granted 
we will have sufficient amounts for all general expenses, and the 
Trust Fund income will be available exclusively for books. 
Our request also includes the prospect of completing the paint- 
ing of walls and ceilings on the top floor, $3,000 as a City 
Appropriation for books, and $800 necessary for painting, 
repairing and partial changeover of lights at South Branch. 


The Organization and Personnel Procedure adopted in 
March after two years of study and revision, provides a stable 
foundation for future staff development and new appointments. 
It will probably be five years or more before the entire plan is 
in operation as it will be effected gradually when opportunity 
permits. 
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Regularly monthly meetings of the Librarian with Depart- 
ment Heads, Branch Librarians and others in the more respon- 
sible positions have been held. A Post-War Committee, com- 
prising the members of this group was set up and each has been 
given the responsibility of outlining some particular project con- 
cerned with the development and expansion of library .service 
in the community. These individual outlines will be made part 
of a general year-by-year plan of public library goals which is 
to be drawn up by the Librarian and submitted for the Library 
Trustees’ approval during 1945. This plan, with books, build- 
ings, services and personnel as the pivots, is to be spaced over 
a seven year period from 1946 to March 1953, at which time 
the New Bedford Free Public Library will celebrate its 100th 
anniversary. 


TRUSTEES 


Mrs. Roberta S. Barnet was reappointed to the Board of 
Trustees in April and Dr. Joseph Goulart replaced Mr. William 
R. Freitas. 


STAFF 


There were no changes in the full-time staff, but several 
resignations and appointments took place in the substitute and 
part-time positions. 


Miss Lucille Hayward was entered in the library summer 
school course at Syracuse University, the Librarian and several 
staff members attended meetings of the Massachusetts Library 
Association and Old Dartmouth Library Club, and Miss Riley 
appeared on the Library’s Book Review Program. The 
Librarian and members of the staff were active on the local 
War Finance Committee, and library employees continued their 
payroll deductions for War Bonds. 


On May 24th a party was held in honor of Mr. Yaeger’s 
50th anniversary as a library employee, with Staff and Trustees 
taking part in the program. 
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An examination was given to nineteen candidates in No- 
vember for the purpose of establishing an eligible list for ap- 
pointment to the Clerical Staff. 


Mrs. Hilda Moniz was appointed permanent janitress late 
in the year after several months on a temporary basis.
